Nicholas are perched on the summit of 
the steep cliffs, whose dark and dismal 
hue Issimilar'to that of the top of Ve- 
suvius.

many sails, arranged In a perfect dr-. 
cle. 
These are evidently employed for 


crushing the:olives, which, along with 
the terraced vines, are the staple prod- 
uct of the island. The Santorin wineIs 
of excellent quality and is highly ap- 
preciated in the Levant. 


In tbe iEgean sea a vessel 
may sail 


Into the top of a crater, and'though it 
Is hard to find anchorage 
there, yet a 


mere sail through is appreciated great- 
ly by captains, because It cleanses 
the

a torch and stepped out cautiously in 
his rubber boots Into the mud.

The uien succeeded 
lv lighting the 


four kerosene_ torches, 
_grasping 


one of"them in each hand they made 
their way down the slope to the lake 
qnd stood the torches up between the 
rocks. .The torches smoldered likehot 
coals, giving out very littleflame. 
The 


boat was dragged down to the lake, the 
torches fastened at the prow and stern, 
one end of the rope tied to a bowlder 
and the rest of the coll thrown in the 
boat. 
When the two men sat down In 


the frail craft they found the water 
rose to withinthree inches of the gun- 
wales. 
It was Impossible to use oars 


without tipping the boat far enough to 
sink It, so the men were forced to pad- 
dle cautiously with their hands. 


Foley and his companion builta boat 
of suitable size and hauled It through 
the narrow entrance. 
They took with 


them also a long coll ofrope, a quanti- 
ty of matches, 
some railroad lanterns 


and four torches withcotton wadding 
on the ends soaked 
in kerosene. 
The 


cave of course is perfectly dark. 
The 


men used their lanterns till they got 
through the narrow place, but to their 
amazement 
the. lantern 
flames inside 


the grotto slowly grew dim and finally 
went out. 
They tried to light them 


agalu, but the sulphur of the matches 
would flare up only to be extinguished 
immediately. 
The reason of this was 


that the atmosphere 
was exceedingly 


damp and heavy. 


The entrance to the cave is wide and 


deep. The bed is of broken stones, over 
which trickles a tiny stream of water 
In the dry season. 
A. hundred feet in- 


side the cave the .entrance 
suddenly 


narrows Into-a hole so small that a 
man must get on hands and knees to 
pass through. Beyond this narrow hole 
the entrance widens intoa large grotto. 
There Is a steep hillto climb; next the 
hill descends 
sharply Into a lake. 
To 


penetrate to the end of this lake itwas 
necessary 
to have a boat so small that 
Itcould be dragged through the narrow 
passage Into the grotto. 


This* cave, 
containing 
the 
subter- 
ranean river and lake, had never been 
explored to the end tillthe summer of 
1885, when Pat Foley, a saloon keeper 
from Thayer,. with a companion 
per- 


formed the exploit. 
Foley had made 
two trips before into the cave, but had 
not been able to secure a companion 
courageous 
enough to persevere inthe 
enterprise. 
Each man had weakened 


and returned before the end of the 
cave was reached. 
On the third trip, 
however, 
Foley had with him a man 


of courage.

Ono would be real and the other an 
imitation. The California variety would 
bo tho originalbrand, seeking to estab- 
lish itself throughout the world upon 
its merit. 
The 
other 
would be the 


same brand covering inferior goods and 
injurious to tho reputatiou of tho brand 
itself. 


This objection applies to all tho wines 


from California bearing French labels 
and placed on exhibition under French 
names. 
Itis true these labels declared 


them to bo a California product, but at 
tho same 'time it declared them tobe 
Burgundy wine, not "California wine, 
Burgundy type." 


The juries had before them the wines 


of various clessifications. 
For illustra- 


tion, the Burgundy wine of California 
was placed beside the Burgundy wines 
of France. 
A member of the jury who 


is a resident of tho Burgundy district, 
France, said that the Burgundies from 
California wore good 
wines, palatable 


and sound. 
Ho himsolf liked them and 


used them, but they were not the true 
"Burgundy type. 
If-theyhad been pre- 


sented as California wines, if the labels 
had 
been 
a declaration of the 
facts 


without the possibility of deception, if 
the appearance of counterfeit and imi- 
tation 
had

labels, were denied the right of compe-

cision upon tho reputation of our wines 
in the commercial world. The declara- 
tion goes forth as a sweeping denuncia- 
tion of the eutire California wine pro- 
duct.

feiting the products of other countries, 
falsifying the types of wines inFrance 
and feloniously labeling this counterfeit 
production with well,eetab!i6hcd brands 
inorder to give those imitations accept- 
ance 
at the hands of tho commercial 
world.

rights or privileges of other nations or 
their subjects. 
No nation can any long- 


er live toitself alone. 


Itisbecause the United States wants 


the friendship of all the world that 
there must be a prudent, politic man 
in the presidential office and not an en- 
thusiast 
who entertains the idea that 


because 
the United States is, to a cer- 


tain degree, off by itselfitcan do what 
it wishes without regard to the senti- 
ment of other nations. 


Behind the diplomatic) serene a world 


of work was going on that those out- 
side knew little of but could only sur- 
mise, and if sometimes the public felt 
that there was needless delay at Wash- 
ington itwas because 
the publio could 


not see what was going on at Washing- 
ton and why the moment for action had 
not come. 
The president's action was 


influenced by world opinion when poli- 
ticians and newspapers were concerning 
themselves 
with what appeared 
to be 


the opinion of the public about them. 


And it is this world opinion crystal- 


ized into international law that has 
modifiedinmany ways thepolicyof the 
Republican administration at Washing- 
ton. The unknowing do not "see this 
because the public is not and can not be 
taken into the confidence of the ad- 
ministration 
while 
negotiations 
are 


pending, butonly after they have been 
consummated 
aud an historical 
per- 


spective has been afforded to the inci- 
dent. 


For this reason it has ever been the 
policy of nations to issue manifestos 
justifyiug their wars or international 
polioies of auy sort and it is very sel- 
dom that a policy affecting the worldat 
large is entered upon that does not com- 
mand the sanction of at least a respect- 
able following.among the nations.
